WASHINGTON, June 20.—Using 
as a guide reports by 64,844 estab- 
lishments in 16 major groups, the 
Labor Department Bureau of Sta- 
tistics computes that industrial em- 
ployment in May decreased 3.2 per 
cent and payrolis decreased 3.9 per 


cent as compared with April. These 
establishments last month had 4,- 
419,506 employes whose combined 
earnings in one week were $90,815,- 
167, or an average of about\$25 a 
week. 

Employment in manufacturing 
industries decreased four per cent 
and payrolls decreased 4.9 per cent. 
These manufacturing industries em- 
ployed 2,718,865 of the total work- 
ers and contributed $50,813,581 of 
the total weekly payroll. The av- 
erage pay in this group was slight- 
ly more than $18 a week. 

Some Increases Reported, 

Slight increases in employment 
and earnings were reported in the 
quarrying, non-metallic mining and 
the dyeing and cleaning groups. In- 
creased earnings coupled with 
small declines in employment were 
reported by the crude petroleum, 
power and light, electric railway and 
bus operations and the wholesale 
trade groups. In the remaining 10 
groups employment decreased from 
one to 13.8 per cent. The most 
pronounced declines ‘were in the 
building construction, metallifer- 
ous mining, and canning and pre- 
serving industries. 

In 13 of the 89 subdvisions of 
the manufacturing industries in- 
creased employment was reported. 
The most pronounced gains, the 
bureau said, ‘were seasonal in- 
creases in the beet sugar and the 
ice cream industries. Other sub- 
stantial gains in employment were 
shown in the radio, butter, forging, 
beverage, slaughtering, brick and 
cane sugar refining industries. The 
automobile industry reported in in- 
crease of 1.5 per cent in employ- 
ment and a gain of 13.5 per cent 
in payroll totals. 

Heaviest Decrease. 

The greatest falling off in the 
manufacturing employment was in 
the fertilizer industry—31 per cent. 
Pronounced decreases in employ- 
ment were reported in the facto- 
ries making agricultural imple- 
ments, 7.9 per cent; millinery, 13.2 
per cent; cottonseed oil, 6.4 per 
cent; steamfittings, 5.4 per cent, 
silk goods, 6.9 per cent and ma- 
chine tools, 5 per cent. The cot- 
ton goods and the boot and shoe 
industries reported losses in em- 
ployment of 8.3 per cent each, 
while the iron and steel and the 
foundry and machine shop prod- 
ucts industries reported decreases 
of 3.7 and 3.2 per cent respective- 
ly. 

The bureau’s figures disclosed 
sharp drops in employment and 
payrolls when it compared the rec- 
ords of May, 1931, with those of 
Using the 12-month 
average of 1926 as 100, the gen- 
eral manufacturing index for em- 
ployment was 75.2 in May, 1931, as 
compared with 59.7 for last month. 
The payroll index showed even a 
greater drop. In May, 1931, it was 
67.7; last month it was 42.5. In 
other words, in the manufacturing 
groups reporting to the Depart- 
ment of Labor, payrolls have de- 
creased 57.5 per cent since 1926.

John E. Mack Selected to Place 

Roosevelt in Nomination. 
ALBANY, N. Y., June 20.—John 
E. Mack, country gentleman farm- 
er and attorney, will place Gov. 
Roosevelt in nomination at the 
Chicago convention. 

Mack is not a delegate, and some- 
body in the New York delegation 
will have to give up his convention 
seat to enable him to make the 
speech. 

Mack was the Democratic Dis- 
trict Attorney of Republican Dutch- 
ess County in 1910 when he 
groomed young Franklin Roose- 
velt to run for State Senator. 
Roosevelt won, and two years later 
was re-elected. It was during this 
period in the State Legislature that 
Roosevelt made a name for himself 
as an anti-Tammany Democrat, in 
a fight over a United States sen- 
atorship. 

Mack was an attorney in the di- 
vorce fight of the James A. Still- 
mans, and represented Edward 
Browning in legal troubles with 
his young wife, Frances “‘Peaches’”’ 
Browning. With Martin Conboy, 
he is helping the Governor in his 
study of the Seabury evidence 
against Mayor Walker of New 
York. It was while the two attor- 
neys were at the Executive Man- 
sion last night conferring with 
Roosevelt on the Walker case that 
the announcement was made. 

There wére rumors on Capitol 
Hill last night that the Governor's 
first choice for his nominator was 
United States Senator Robert F. 
Wagner, but that he was prevailed 
upon by John F, Curry, Tammany 
chief, to select someone else. Tam- 
many’s opposition to Wagner was 
reported based on the idea that the 
Senator had failed to aid the Tiger 
in its efforts to block the present 
city investigation by the Legisla- 
ture. 

The decision as to the next step 
in the Walker case was a secret, but 
it was thought Roosevelt would fol- 
low his usual course in such cases 
and ask the Mayor for an aswer to 
the Seabury charges. That would 
mean the case would not be settled 
before the Democratic national con- 
vention meets. 


Senate Democrats Confer on Wet 
and Economic Planks. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—With 
their national convention only a 
week off, a group of Senate Dem- 
ocrats met today to discuss the 
party’s prohibition and economic 
platform declarations but those 
participating said no agreement 
was reached.

Senator Lewis recalled that Bo- 
rah “did much to make possible the 
election of the present President,” 
by contending that his opponent, 
former Gov. Smith, stood for nullli- 
fication. “He was able to con- 
vince the State of North Carolina, 
Tennessee and others, that the 
President was for the eighteenth 
amendment. And that we who 
were opposing it were nullifiers of 
the Constitution,” Lewis said. 

“Since by this support of Mr. 
Hoover on the theory that he sup- 
ported the eighteenth amendment 
and his opposition of the Demo- 
cratic candidate on the ground that 
he proposed nullification, I ask him 
how he stands. 

“Will he support President Hoo- 
ver as an advocate of the eight- 
eenth amendment or as a nullifier 
of the Constitution”? 

“Does the Senator ask me if I 
will support Mr. Hoover’? Borah 
asked. 

Makes Definite Reply. 

“Yes,”” Lewis replied. 

“T will not,’’ Borah then said, 
and resumed his seat. 

Borah said he would confine his 
remarks to the prohibition plank 
because the platform as a whole 
was “inadequate” and “fell dead 
at the feet of the American peo- 
ple.’ 

Ignored Realities. . 

‘Tt is clear that the Republican 
campaign will not be fought 
around that singular platform,” 
Borah said, adding that it had ig- 
nored the “realities of the cam- 
paign” and the increasing demands 
of the people overburdened with 
the depression, 

Senator Fess of Ohio, retiring 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, interrupted to 
say: “I don’t think you want to 
say Mr. Brown opposed the eight- 
eenth amendment.” 

Borah said he had talked with 
Brown a month ago and added that 
he would show he was for repeal in 
the convention. 

“Mills, who had most to do with 
shaping the plank, has been an 
open advocate of repeal for years,” 
Borah added. 

“It is clear the convention was 
overwhelmingly for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

“If the Republican party’s voice 
was heard in that convention, then 
the Republican party is for repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment.” 

“They why did they not declare 
for naked repeal?” 

“It is just to say that those who 
voted for the plank as adopted did 
so for sheer political expediency.” 

“It was deemed unwise in this 
campaign to declare openly for 
repeal,” said Borah, long an out- 
spoken prohibitionist. “It was not 
thought sufficiently wise as a party 
maneuver to call for taking the 
eighteenth amendment out of the 
Constitution. 

Permits 48 Systems. 

“Just as soon as the campaign 
is over and the reason for placing 
it in the platform has disappeared, 
the party, in my judgment, will 
stand unalterably for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment.” 

“The proposition of repeal of the 
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eighteenth amendment is unmis- 
takably incorporated in the plat- 
form,” Borah reiterated. 

The eighteenth amendment, he 
pointed out, forbids transportation 
and sale of liquor. This, he said, 
is the heart of the amendment. The 
heart of the platform declaration, 
on the other hand, he argued, is 
permitting transportation and sale 
of liquor. 

The amendment, he added, pro- 
vides a national policy by which 
all states are bound while the 
plank “permits 48 different sys- 
tems in the United States.” 

“So there is absolutely nothing 
left of the eighteenth amend- 
ment,” he asserted 

Explains Raskob Plan. 


Borah then described to the Sen- 
ate the plan proposed by John J. 
Raskob, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, which, 
he said, provides that the 
eighteenth amendment remain “and 
each state would vote itself out 
from under the eighteenth amend- 
ment if it saw fit to do so.” 

“T don’t think that is the con- 
struction to be placed on the plat- 
form,” Borah said, “but I do con- 
tend that it is the only. alternative 
to repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, : 

“To my mind that is nothing but 
legalized secession. 

“It is a constitutional monstros- 
ity and I don’t believe anyone in- 
tended the eighteenth amendment 
should remain and the states vote 
themselves out from under the 
constitution anytime they saw fit 
to do so. 

“My conviction igs that the 
eighteenth amendment never would 
have been proposed. much less 
ratified, if the laws of the dry 
states had not been violated con- 
stantly by the liquor interests out- 
side.” 

“The advocates of repeal argue 
that we are to restore local self 
government,” Borah continued. 
“We have never had local. self 
government, home rulé or control 
with reference to the liquor traf- 
fic except in name. The liquor 
business has at all times trampled 
on and disregarded it.” 

Borah said the return of the 
saloon could not be prevented if 
the sale of liquor were again legal- 
ized. 

“T ask how are you going to con- 
trol the method and manner of 
sale after you once concede the 
sale is legal?” he added. “There 
isn’t enough power in the Federal 
Government to do it. “You 
couldn’t put enough men into New 
York and Chicago to control how 
or where @ man could drink if you 
permit him to drink. 

“Also if you turn over to the 
state the manner in which liquor 
is to be sold, how can the Nation- 
al Government control the method 
in which it is sold? 

Surrender of Power. 

“Once you restore liquor to the 
avenue of legal trade the Nationa! 
Government has surrendered its 
power to control it. 

“There is only one way after 
that, and that is by the people of 
the United States.”

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HEARINGS ANNOUNCED 


Congressional Group Will Make 
Check at Kansas City on In- 
jury to Private Firms. — 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 20.—The 


House committee that is trying to 
find out how much business the 


Government takes away from indi- 
viduals will visit at least two cities 
in its search for facts—New York 
and Kansas City. 

Chairman Shannon yesterday told 
newspaper men the New York hear- 
ings on clothing sold by the Gov- 
ernment in competition with pri- 
vate business would begin just 
after Congress adjourns and last 
three or four days. 

Those in Kansas City, expected 
to last longer, will begin the mid- 
die of July. Then, in September, 
the committee will return to Wash- 
ington to resume hearings which 
will be recessed this week. 


| Representative. Bacon (Rep.), 
New York, arranged the New York 
City hearings, which Shannon 


probably will not attend because 
of the Democratic national con- 
vention. They will go into the 
question of civilian ,clothing sold 
at wholesale prices through army, 
navy and veterans’ stores. The 
manufacture of clothing at the At- 
lanta, and Leavenworth peniten- 
tiaries also will be considered. 

The Kansas City survey, Shan- 
non said, “has been arranged large- 
ly because of the mass of com- 
plaints from the Southwest.” 

He said the committee there 
would hear in detail how the Gov- 
ernment competes with makers of 
artificial limbs, banks, chemists, 
coal dealers, coffee roasters, cotton 
and wool manufacturers, dairies, 
druggists, grain merchants, grocers, 
insurance companies, jewelry stores, 
laundries, livestock raisers, musi- 
cians, printers, railroads and barge 
lines, shoe manufacturers, restau- 
frants and cafeterias, hotels, nur- 
series, map publishers and lithogra- 
phers, doctors, leather and paper 
makers and numerous other lines 
of business. 

“From the complaints we have 
received, it seems that there is no 
limit to the lengths to which gov- 
ernmental agencies have gone in 
competing with private enterprise,” 
Shannon said. “The competition 
spreads to all fields. 

“One of the worst features of 
the situation is that the money of 
the taxpayers is used to pay the 
overhead expenses of these Govern- 
ment institutions which provide the 
competition. The more the Gov- 
ernment goes into the field, the 
more business is taken away from 
private enterprise and the less taxes 
private industry can pay.” 

Shannon said the committee had 
decided not to go to the 
Coast or to New Orleans in answer 
to requests ‘“‘because nobody is jun- 
keting, and we can get enough in- 
formation in the hearings we have 
planned.”’ 


HAUSNER, RESCUED FLYER, 


TO G0 ASHORE AT MIAMI: 


Vessel Is Going to New Orleans, 
But He Will Leave It Off 
Florida Coast. 


By the Associated Press. 
MIAMI, Fia., June 20.—George 


E. Hussey, chairman of the Miami 
official reception committee, an- 
nounced last night that Stanislaus 
Hausner, aviator who was rescued 
from the Atlantic Ocean after be- 
ing forced down on a proposed 
flight from the United States to 
Poland, will make Miami his port 
of return to the United States. 

Hussey said arrangements were 
completed whereby Hausner, now 
aboard the freighter Circe Shell en 
route to New Orleans, will be tak- 
en ashore here by airplane or boat 
Thursday as the vessel passes off 
the Florida coast.

SECRET INDICTMENTS 
IN GANGSTER KILLING 


Milford Jones Slain Because of 
Toledo Feud, Detroit 
Police Say.

DETROIT, June 20.—Secret in- 


dictments were returned today in 
the killing of Milford Jones, ganxz- 


ster from St. Louis, in the Etork 
Club, a -cabaret, last Wednesday. 

The indictments were reported 
to Circuit Judge Clyde I. Webster 
shortly after police had advancei 
a theory that the killing was the 
outgrowth of a fight for control of 
the Toledo, (.0.) underworld. 
Judge Webster ordered Peter 
Greenfield and Jack Green, propri- 
etors of the Stork Club, held under 
$20,000 bond each as witnesses, 

The theory that Toledo figured 
in the killing was not accepted by 
Toledo police, but Detroit officers 
said Jones had been “imported” 
to Detroit to set up headquarters 
for a fight against the forces of 
Thomas (Yonny) Licavoli of To- 
ledo, who was in control of the 
liquor business there. Licavoli, it is 
said, had driven out a group of 
gangsters opposing him. 

The police said they had dis- 
covered that Jones telephoned Lic- 
avoli from Detroit recently and or- 
dered him to “get your mob out of 
Toledo, or I’ll come down there 
and get you out.” 


funeral of Milford Jones at Don- 
nelly’s undertaking establishment, 
3846 Lindell boulevard, this after- 
noon. A Catholic priest spoke 
briefly. Burial took place in Val- 
halla Cemetery. The published 
death notice disclosed that Jones’ 
real surname was Jonas. 


BURGLAR GETS FOUR YEARS 
WHEN HE PLEADS GUILTY 


Everett Dickens, Rated as Habitual 
Criminal, Receives Two Con- 
current Sentences. 

Everett Dickens, former convict 
and habitual criminal, pleaded 
guilty of larceny from the person 
and burglary before Circuit Judge 
Pearcy today. On recommendation 
of the Circuit Attorney’s office, he 
was sentenced to terms of four 
years on each charge, to run con- 
currently. 

Dickens was captured Sept. 15 
after he snatched a package con- 
taining $1473 from Miss Marian 
Pflueger, an employe of the Pru- 
dential Life Insurance Co., as she 
left the company’s branch office at 
3606 South Grand boulevard. 

While out of jail on bond Dick- 
ens took part in a burglary at a 
chain grocery at 2605 Cass avenue 
last March, when Patrolman An- 
drew Weinecke shot and wounded 
one of two men he saw run out of 
the store. Subsequently Dickens 
was found wounded in the thigh in 
a flat at 2716 North Garrison ave- 
nue at the time James McCarthy, 
a soccer player, was shot to death 
by Mrs. Emma _ Leonard. Wit- 
case later 
told Police Inspector Walton they 
had been warned not to identify 
Dickens. 

The habitual criminal charge 
against Dickens results from prior 
convictions. He serv.d two years 
in the Boonville reformatory for 
larceny, and five years in the State 
penitentiary fqr robbery, being re- 
leased about a year ago. 


JAMES NASH REINSTATED 
AS IMMIGRATION INSPECTOR 


Congressman L. C. Dyer today 
sent a telegram from Washington 
to the Post-Dispatch, stating that 
James T. H. Nash had been rein- 
stated, effective at once, as inspec- 
tor in charge of the immigration 
office at St. Louis. 

Nash’s office was under investi- 
gation two months ago hy M. W. 
Garson, special Assistant Secretary 
of Labor. Garson said at the time 
that he had made a “serious recom- 
mendation” to Washington, and an 
order of suspension was issued, but 
soon afterwards rescinded, at the 
@epartment of Labor. At that time, 
Nash was sériously ill in a hospital 
here, but he has recovered. 

-The understanding at the Fed- 
eral Building is that, while Nash 
is to have charge of the office, final 
determination of the case is 
pending. No charge has been made 
public against Nash, who has been 
in the immigration service 30 years, 
and in charge of the office here 
since 1923, at a. salary of $3800 a 
year. It is understood that the 
investigator charged Nash with lax- 
ity in issuing orders of deportation 
against aliens. The inspector has 
the duty of investigating cases of 
aliens whose status or conduct is in 
doubt, and ordering deportation at 
his discretion.

HIS year, of course, the ref- 

eree’s duties are simplified, 
because, under the New York 
rules, a foul doesn’t exist. If 
the enemy hits a low blow, the 
rules hold that the victim must 
get up from the floor on his 
own power and begin fighting, 
whether the blow was foul or 
not. The only penalty attached is 
the loss of the round by the party 
delivering the low punch. 

A protective device which real- 
ly protects is the reason for this 
seemingly outrageous rule. A 
fight, under such conditions, 
would be almost fool-proof as 
well as foul-proof, were it not 
that, in his excitement, Sharkey 
is likely to pull stunts that are 
more puzzling than fouls. 

The referee’s job will, indeed, 
be worth the $500 or more that 
go with the job.

EVERAL months ago, I was a mem~ 
ber of a committee which called on 
Mayor Miller recommending that he wire 
the two Missouri Senators, urging them 
to work for the passage of the La Fol- 
jette-Costigan Federal relief bill. The 
members of our committee represented 
quite a number of St. Louis civic, social, 
church and labor organizations. It tried 
to convince the Mayor that the depres- 
sion and unemployment were national 
in scope, and that communities, includ- 
ing St. Louis, would not be able to cope 
with these problems for long. 

The Mayor told us that he was not in 
favor of the La Follette-Costigan bill; 
that St. Louis had always taken care 
of her people in the past and that she 
would be able to continue to do so in 
the future. He said that the problem 
in St. Louis was distinctly a local prob- 
lem and that he would never call for 
Federal aid. One of the members asked 
him how long he thought private char- 
ity could take care of the problem, if 
the depression continued or grew worse, 
and his reply was that St. Louis would 
take care of this problem as long as the 
depression might last. 

Now I read that a committee of three 
St. Louisans was in Washington, seek- 
ing direct Federal aid in the amount or 
at least $1,496,000 to take care of local 
distress until the end of the calendar 
year.

And the insurance 
concerns fear the proposal may stimulate further 
construction and thus reduce the value of properties 
whose present selling price is already little if any 
above the total value of the mortgages they carry. 

It is probable that the proposal, if enacted into 
law, would provide some temporary relief to certain 
home owners and to many banks and building and 
loan associations which today hold excellent but frozen 
assets in home mortgages. Limitation of the system 
to residential] financing is a guarantee that it would 
not be wrecked by discounting the paper of over- 
expanded office and apartment structures. It is 
even likely that such a plan, if conservatively admin- 
istered, might come to be a useful part of our perma- 
nent financial system. 

It is difficult to see, however, how the plan could 
make any substantial contribution toward an indus- 
trial revival. We do not believe that it would great- 
ly stimulate residential construction today. There is 
no serious shortage of first mortgage money at the 
present time. Second mortgages, to be sure, present 
a serious problem to the prospective builder, but here 
the administration plan offers no aid.

The Radio Commission’s recent report to the Sen- 
ate, stating that elimination of radio advertising 
would “destroy the present system of broadcasting,” 
applies only to the matter of Government operation, 
and does not, of course, bar the way to modification 
of the sales ballyhoo that has caused such widespread 
criticism. It does, however, place the matter pointedly 
before the advertisers and broadcasters for their 
action. The commission undoubtedly still stands on 
its statement of last December, when it warned broad- 


decline the opportunity, or, seizing it, fail, the matter 
shall be treated with proper legislation.” It added: 
The principal objection to programs under our 
system arises out of the kind of advertising that 
is allowed to be made a part of them. The good 
will of the listener is the station's only asset, and 
therefore this problem first should rest with the 
licensees of the station. The problem should not 
be taken out of their hands until they have had 
full opportunity to make the corrections. 
Broadcasting jn this country has been developed 
by the advertisers’ sponsorship. As the commission 
points out, the change te Government ownership, fol- 
lowing the European plan, would be a costly and dif- 
ficult procedure. There is no widespread desire 
among listeners for Government control per se, but it 
may be aroused by the need of corrective measures. 
Meanwhile, there is a definite demand for modifica- 
tion of advertising. 

The complaints come in part from the excessive 
time devoted by some programs to selling talk. Ac- 
cording to a survey by Radio Retailing, this time 
runs from 2.8 per cent to as high as 25.8 per cent. 
Other objections are not to the quantity of advertis- 
ing, but to its quality, and one broadcaster, at least, 
has come to realize this. Frank A. Arnold of the 
NBC chain has said: “There are being broadcast daily 
advertising programs in which the element of good 
taste apparently never enters. It is these forms of 
blatant advertising, direct selling, reiteration of price, 


competitors . .. that are gradually contaminating 
the entire structure of broadcast advertising.” It is 
to the credit of many major stations that they have 


reasons for complaint remain. 

Whether or not additional legislation is required to 
bring reform, a point on which the commissioners 
disagreed, it is plain that public opinion will force 
action if the broadcasters and advertisers do not set 
their own house in order.

Estimating the cost of the Congressional Record 
at $159 a page, here is an expenditure of $1200 of 
the taxpayers’ money that serves the cause of science 
and may save Congressmen from becoming victims of 
the inferiority complex. 

THE GRASSHOPPER MENACE AGAIN. 

A number of Middle Western states face another 
dire visitation of the grasshopper plague, with de- 
struction of crops an imminent possibility, and so 
far no help has been forthcoming from the Federal 
Government. The proposed $1,450,000 appropriation 
for this purpose was one of the items removed from 
the Agriculture Department allotment as an economy 
measure. There can be no objection to economy, but 
it could be attained by limiting the funds for various 
bureaus whose activities are far less important than 
this war on an agricultural menace. Some authorities 
have attributed the pest’s great spread to the gov- 
ernmental activities in killing rodents which prey on 
grasshopper eggs. Hence, it would seem to be the 
Government’s duty to help the conditions it had a 
part in causing. Further, sufferers who lose their 
crops undoubtedly will appeal for Federal aid, and a 
sum far greater than $1,450,000 will be needed. 

The Dakota Farmer fears “the greatest grasshopper 
plague ever known.” A high percentage of eggs, esti- 
mated up to 90 per cent, has hatched in the endan- 
gered States. Meanwhile, the states are taking what 
action they can. Minnesota has appropriated $50,000, 
Iowa $45,000, and Nebraska has $36,000 available in 
State and county funds. Individual farmers are large- 
ly too impoverished to take effective steps. Secre- 
tary*Hyde, in reiterating his refusal to intercede for 
the threatened area, says it is too late for success- 
ful action, but entomologists in the Dakotas disagree.

ITALY AND THE TRUCK PROBLEM. 

While we in America debate and impose regula- 
tions on the use of highways by trucks, to protect 
passenger traffic and equalize the privilege granted 
private enterprise in using rights of way built and 
maintained by public funds, Italy is striking out to- 
ward a more radical solution. This will take the 
form of a special] highway for trucks, to be construct- 
ed from the port of Genoa to the important inland 


miles). Only trucks will be permitted on these roads, 
and, presumably, they will be barred from the other 
roads between these two cities. : 

The Italian Government, according to United States 
Commerce Reports, has ordered completion of the 
truck roads by October, 1934. The cost will be about 
$10,500,000, and work will be provided for 6500 men. 
This is no Government subsidy to the trucking inter- 
ests, however, for tolls will be charged, which it is 
estimated will total $384,000 a year. Speedy trans-; 
port will be expedited by building overpasses or un- 
derpasses at all intersections. It will be a solid type 
of road, so restrictions on weight, trailers and speed 
will not approach those found in this country. 

This 200-mile super-highway may be regarded as 
an experiment, worthy of study by authorities in this 
country. The public will bless the expedient that 
removes the truck menace from the highways it uses. 
The truckers, freed from restrictions, should not 
object to the fees: The non-truck highways will be 
preserved from the destruction worked by heavy traf- 
fic.

Or how far are we the masters of them? 

It is quite obvious that in some degree 
every new instrument, if its use be permit- 
ted, will affect human life. 

What we have to determine is not wheth- 
er machines in part control mankind. Of 
course ther do. Nor whether we may not 
on occasions subject them to our will. Of 
course we can. But does the initiative lie 
mainly with us, with our*wilis, as individ- 
uals and as groups of individuals, or are we 
in the main the passive subjects of blind 
forces that our own activities have let loose? 

Now the answer that you hear most com- 
monly in this country, that is given almost 
universally in great sections of society, and 
that is widely heard everywhere, is that we 
are controlled by these things we have our- 
selves created. The initiative remaining to 
us is a minor factor-in the business as a 
whole; the effect of the instrument upon 
us is the major factor. Is that answer the 
right one? 

At bottom the discussion is simply the old 
discussion that dates from immemorial time 
between destiny and free will. 

The conviction against free will is rein- 
forced by propositions that pretend to be 
scientific and that would establish, as a fact 
based on proof and admitting of no denial, 
that hurman action follows upon forces ex- 
traneous to the will. But these affirmations 
are not scientific. The experiments cannot 
of their nature be identical or continuous 
or universal. 


Ho: far are instruments our masters? 


The belief that man is controlled by his 
environment and not his environment by 
man is powerfully reinforced teday by a 
mass of regulation and constraint more 
widely spread in some societies than others, 
but evidently present in a higher degree 
everywhere throughout our civilization than 
it was even a generation ago, and far more 
than it was a lifetime ago. 

A uniform type of education is imposed 
by the state upon the mass of its citizens at 
a moment when their minds are being 
formed as children. Im adult life every de- 
tail of action becomes more and more sub- 
ject to external regulation, and under the 
pressure of such a political mood, men nat- 
urally tend to the general philosophy that 
man is not a free agent. “The siave.” said 
the wise men of antiquity, “thinks like a 
slave.”

by that environment. Thus we are told that 
the invention of the printing press was_the 
main force in producing both the Renais- 
sance and the Reformation. 


concern yourself with actual evidence and

This you can see in two ways. First, that 
the great mass of restriction to which man 
is subjected in the states that suffer most 
from such things is in no way the result of 
any modern scientific development, but 
wholly political Secondly, from the equally 
plain evidence, that the degree of restric- 
tion varies very greatly between different 
countries and that the variation has noth- 
ing to do with scientific attainment.

Again, it is not historically true that the 
instrument preceded the mood. Capitalism, 
for instance, had already been established 
before modern machinery came in to serve 
it, and ¢hat machinery might just as well 
have served a different form of society. It 
is not true that the great movements called 
the Renaissance and the Reformation pro- 
ceeded from the capital invention of print- 
ing. They used it when it came, but their 
origins were prior to its coming. 

Instruments affect man, but man can con- 
trel them, and his destiny depends ulti- 
mately not upon the dead object he him- 
self has framed, but on the attitude of him- 
self. 

Now when we take in its last place the 
practical argument, I find it the most con- 
clusive. But even for those for whom it 
may have no intellectual value, it must-have 
a political value. It is this: If we do not 
exercise our freedom of choice, if we do not 
react, as we are capabie of reacting, against 
the uniformity of a mechanical civilization. 
then we perish. A mechanical civilization 
fs almost a contradiction in terms unless we 
give the word civilization the mere meaning 
of “state of scciety.”’ 

A mechanica! civilization or culture in the 
sense in which we talk of the civilization or 
culture of Rome and Greece, France and En. 
giand, Byzantium and Venice—their tradi- 
tions of beauty in building, in letters and the 
plastic arts, their tradition of debate in 
Philosophy and religion, their whole body 
of multiple thought and achievement—is a 
contradiction in terms. To be mechanical 
is to cease to be civilized. And for this rea- 
son the culture, the fruition, the happi- 
ness of society, its possession of a living 
soul, depend upon the faculty of choice in 
man. . 

We have before us, I think, in this con- 
siderable modern crisis, this conflict be- 


tween the machine and the man, a plain 


duty, which is to use our wills everywhere 
for the defense of will, to make it our choice 
to invigorate and multiply choice. We must 
guard what is left of our freedom and ex- 
tend it, we trust fight collective control, we 
must mistrust the expert, we must question 
restriction wherever it appears, compelling 
it to prove itself necessary (as clearly it 
must be in particular cases), throwing the 
weight of proof upon the enemies of liberty 
and taking the rights of individual selection 
for granted.

OLIVER PERRY BALDWIN DIES 


On Editorial Staff of Baltimore 
Sun Nearly 50 Years. 


By the Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, June 20.—Oliver 


Perry Baldwin, a member of the 
editorial staff of the Baltimore Sun 
for nearly 50 years, died this morn- 
ing at his home here. He had been 
ill during the last year and a half. 
He was in his eighty-second year, 
having been born in Virginia, Sept. 
2, 1850. 

His father, who was a member 
of the Sun staff before him, had 
written for Virginia papers during 
the Civil War. The son was gradu- 
ated from the University of Vir- 
ginia, taking the law degree. After 
practicing law for some years in 
Baltimore, Baldwin formed a con- 
nection with the Sun, Jan. 1, 1882. 
He finally became managing edi- 
tor and continued in that position 
for some years.
